States 
“absolutely” would set off 
nuclear explosions during 
the upcoming Geneva tesf 
hail talks despite Russian 
warnings to the contrary. 


"Our slogan will be ‘test and 
talk,’ ” Dean said. "We absolute­ 
ly will have tests while the talks 
are going on." 
Dean, who spoke at a news con­ 
ference on the eve of his depar­ 
ture tonight for the talks which 
open Tuesday, also indicated the 
United States was going to take a 
hard line at the Geneva confer­ 
ence table. 
Await Red Offers 
"If there’s going to he any 
treaty," he said, "the offers will 
have to come from Russia." The 
United States will not alter the 
treaty proposals it already has 
made, he said. 
Russia this week accepted the 
U S -British proposal to resum e 
nuclear test talks that were brok­ 
en off Sept. 9 when the Soviets 
resumed their atmospheric blasts. 
But in accepting, the Communists 
warned the 
West 
against 
new 
tests of their own. Russia suggest­ 
ed another voluntary moratorium , 
but Dean indicated this w as un­ 
acceptable. 
The negotiator said it was up to 
President Kennedy whether the 
U S. nuclear tests would include 
atmospheric explosions, but he 
added that “we reserve com plete 
freedom of action.” He indicated 
the United States in any case w as 
ready to hold underground tests. 
Set No Time Limit 
He also squelched any theory
